each side, which lights and all other 
lighting devices used shall comply 
with the state law.

operated no vehicle shall be parked or 
left standing within fifty feet of the

charged. Vehicles, however, may oc- 
cupy this space for a period not ex- 
ceeding five minutes for the purpose 
of delivering packages or doing er- 
rands and during that time they shall 
stand parallel with the curb on the 
white line. 
The driver of a vehicle approach- 
tog a street intersection shall yield 
the right of way to any vehicle ap- 
proaching the intersection from the 
right. 
The driver of any vehicle when de- 


siring to turn either to the right or 
to the left, slow down or stop, shall 
hold out his or her hand to the left 
which signal shall constitute a warn- 
ing to drivers of other vehicles that 
such driver Is about to do one of the 
acts indicated. Provided, a mechani- 
cal signal may be used when ap- 
proved by the city council. 


No vehicle shall emerge from or 


enter an alley or garage, or cross a

Saw 
Flames 
Everywhere 
and 


Friends Had to Restrain Her to 


Keep Her From Calling the 


Fire Department. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 12.- 


"I would give much to leave out this 
chapter," Evelyn Nesbit said in con- 
tinuing her story of her experiences 
with morphine. 


"It deals with things I want to for- 


get. 
But one of the most important 


things of al! is to tell exactly what one 
suffers when in the throes of the drug 
habit. The momentary exaltation is 
nothing to the prolonged suffering that 
follows. 


"Every day one's craving increases. 


One needs more and more of the drag, 
in larger and larger doses, until, if 
one keeps on, the last big dose and 
it's all over. 


"Now, 
the cocaine that Marie put in 


my tooth, when she first started me on 
the terrible road I traveled, formed no 
habit. So far as I know, cocaine is 
not a habit-forming drug. Any physi- 
cian will tell you that. But w'hat she 
shot into my body was morphine. 


"My craving was for morphine. I 


had to have it. And, as time went on, 
deliriums increased. 


_ "One of my most terrible hallucina- 
tions was that I had spiders in my 
hair. I would scream and tear my 
hair out by the roots, wash it inces- 
santly, pour acids on my head—it's a 
wonder I have a hair left." 


Evelyn shook a healthy, glowing, 


black bobbed mop. 


Spiders Always There. 


"No matter what I did, those spiders 


•. Nests of them, big 
fly little 


with these girls and watched their 
sufferings ae they watched mine. 


"One 
of them came to mf> in the 


excitement of an over-dose one day. 
" 'Evelyn, for God's sake,' she cried, 


'I've just seen a big yellow snake go 
down the hail with its shoes under its 
arm.' 


"Another rushed naked about our 


apartment 'killing rats.' which she saw 
everywhere, with a broom. 


"Always the suffering and torture 


and fear. 
No repose, except in the

"Different drugs affected different

who indulges in it cannot be imagined. 
Smoking opium I tried, but morphine 
was my mawer, and 1 gave it body, 
mind and soul during a year of horror. 


"How 
I lived thru with any will to 


fight I do not know. 


"The drug ring had a powerful grip 


on me. 
But I determined upon one 


last effort to escape. To do that, I 
knew I must get away from Broadway. 
I went away, but it was no use. The 
craving was too strong. I tried to kill 
myself in despair. I took nine grains 
of morphine. It would have killed al- 
most anyone. 
But I lived and was 


sorry- Now I'm glad. 


"The ring wasn't going to give me 


up easily. 
As 
circumstances 
had j 


cheated death, they wanted me on 
their roll of victims. But once more I | 
tried. I came to Atlantic City on an 
almost hopeless quest."

VICTIMS OF NHSON NEEDLE 


Three Hundred Stabbed in Paris in 


Less Than Two Mouths 


by Maniac. 


PARIS (By Mail)—In less than two 


months almost 300 "poison needle" 
cases have been reported to the Paris 
police. At the heieht of the epidemic 
the number reached twenty a day and 
became the chief topic of conversation 
in the cafes and public places. 


The victims were almost exclusively 


women. Pricking a fellow passenger 
in the subwa> with a sharp poison- 
tipped needle would not at ffrst glance 
| appeal to many as a form of amuse- 
j ment. But whatever might have been 
the reason, amusement, malice or per- 
version, the craze prew to such pro 
portions that the police appealed to 
some of the ben known physicians 
and psychologists in Paris. 


Most oi the Mctims were unaware 


that the} 
had been 
"piqued" until 


some time afterward. 
They usually 


. suffered severe pain around the spot 
! where 
the needle had entered the 


flesh and in the course of an hour or 
two theie would appear a dark blue 
circle showing the effect of the poison. 


Subways 
and crowded tramcars 


were the playground of the "piquers' 


j who could puisue their grotesque past- 
jtime without fear of detection. Now 
and then a victim would discover the 
' fact that she had been "piqued" 
at 


the moment it occurred and the dis- 
covery -nas usually accompanied by a 
shriek. 


Most of the recent cases reported to 


the police have been hysterical women 
temporarily unbalanced by exagge- 
rated press stories. 
In their minds 


every man is a "piquer" and if he hap- 
pened to reach for a handkerchief or 
pencil they braced themselves for a 
shriek. 


Dr. Paul, the famous chief of the 


medical department of the police, af- 
ter consulting a number of authorities 
and personally investigating dozens of 
reported cases, has decided that the 
best remedy would be silence. He de-

Mded for an exposure of the secrets 
oi the federal income tax by requir- 
ing an affidavit from citizens showing 
tne amount paid to the federal govern- 
ment contrary 
to the federal law 


winch preserves the secrecy 
of the 


ledeial income tax. 


The second bill prepared by Sena- 


tor Thielen is modeled after the Wis- 
consin law which provides an elabo- 
rate machinery for enforcement Mr. 
Thielen would retain the general prin- 
ciples of the 
Wisconsin law, 
but 


hopes to simplify the machinery some 
what by placing the state tas commis- 
sioner at the head' of the administra- 
tive department with power to pro- 
vide the necessary blank forms and to 
make county treasurers deputy 
tax 


collectors. All these officials are to 
perform their duties under the income 
tax law without additional compensa- 
tion. 


Reports when made out by property 


owners 
and those 
having incomes 


must be filed with, the county treas- 
urer. That official must collect the 
tax and remit 
the income tax the 


eamo as he now remits all pioperty 
taxes. The county attorney and sher- 
iff are required to aid the state tax 
commissioner and 
county treasurers 


in enlorcement of the income tax law. 
The state tax comoLssioner is given 
power, with the county treasuiers, to 
investigate over or under assess- 
ments. 
Counties are made separate 


taxing districts for income pui poses. 


The new bill preparea by Senator 


Thielen contains the provision of the 
Wisconsin law relating to exemption 
of certain funds from income and per- 
mits a deduction of all property tax 
from the income tax. The Wisconsin 
law does not permit 
an offset for 


taxes on real propeity. 


Included in exemptions from income 


estimates are pensions, life insurance 
monej, dividends received fiom state 
and national banks, 
savings banks, 


and trust companies subject to taxa 
tion by the state, also incomes of 
hanks, trust companies and building 
and loan associations, all inheritances, 
incomes received 
from the United 


States, and an exemption of $100 to 
the head of a family for each child or 
dependent, and many other items of 
income. 


After making all these deductions 


and credits an income tax to be levied 
on the following rates: 


1. On the first $1,000 ot the final 


net income or any part thereof, the 
sum of one half of one per cent of 
said final net income. 


2. On the next $2,000 or any part

ONTINUOUS or occasional bleeding from any 


part of the body is a symptom which cannot be 
disregarded. Its particular Importance depends 


on the source of the trouble. 


Hemorrhage from the kidney is called "haema- 


turilu" It is one of the symptoms of several different 
diseases of this organ. 


Any trouble with the body which affects tne blood 


may produce conditions favorable to bleeding from the- 
kidney. Anaemia, scurvy and malaria have this com- 
plication sometimes. Congestion of the kidneys is a 
symptom of various diseases of the heart, -lungs and 
liver. The congestion may become so great as to be 
followed by actual bleeding.

SUPREME COURT ASKED TO BULE 


ON MORTGAGE TAX. 


Where 
This 
Increases 
Interest 


Above Legal Rate, Claim Is That 


It Is Uncollectible Under 


Usury Law. 


A legal point on which the attorneys 


interested say there are few pre- 
cedents has been raised in supreme 
court in the appeal of Albert Lemkuhl 
and wile of Cuming county, from a 
judgm&t of foreclosure of a 55,000 
mortgage in favor of J. M. Sodeu and 
h!s -wife. 


Lemkuhl's attorney says that only 


the principal can be recovered be- 
cause thefe is usury in the contract. 
The mortgage provided that the in- 
terest should be paid at the rate of 
6 per cent, but that a rate of 10 per 
cent should govern after maturity. In 
addition Lemkuhl contracted to pay 
the tax on the mortgage. 
The net 


result, he says, is to make the owner 
of the land pay more than the legal 
rate of interest, which, in law, makes 
the entire interest uncollectible. 


The attorney for the holder of the 


mortgage admits that where the law 
fixes on the creditor the payment of 
certain obligations, such 
as taxes, 


any agreement that 
he may make 


with the debtor to make' that pay- 
ment, if this brings the total interest 
Charge above the legal rate, the trans- 
action would be usurious. 


On the other hand, if the law per- 


mits such a contract to be made be- 
tween debtor and creditor, it is not 
usurious, he asserts. He says that the 
Nebraska law does permit such an 
agreement 
between mortgagor and 


mortgagee, and this, therefore, re- 
moves it trom the category of usury. 


The statute permits 10 per cent to 


be collected as the maximum interest, 
and in the western part of the state, 
more particularly, where interest rates 
are high, the question raised, is of par- 
ticular application.

FRENCH B1RTH_RATE FALLS 


Peril Greater.Than That of Any 


Foreign Invasion Faces 


Bftbyless Nation. 


PARIS, (ByMail) France today is 


face to face with a peril greater than 
that of any foreign invasion. 


For twenty years her birth rate has 


steadily diminished and figures recent- 
ly published show that the hopedfor 
improvement that was to follow the 
war has not materialized. The dark 
cloud of depopulation more than ever 
before casts, its shadow over the fu- 
ture of the French nation. 


M. Paul Strauss, minister of hygiene 


has just announced the foundation of 
a "national commit'ee" to encourage 
childbirth and combat infant mortal- 
ity. 
In an address before a distin- 


guished gathering of leaders at the 
University of Paris he cited statistics 
and declared that France, if she hopes 
to live as a great power, must cease 
to be indifferent. 


"For twenty years" he said, "our 


birth rate has decreased while infant 
mortality has risen in disquieting pro- 
portions. Meanwhile the menace be- 
comes greater every day. 


He outlined what amounts to a na- 


tion-wide campaign to encourage new- 
ly-married persons 
to have children 


and to teach young mothers how to 
raise healthly children. He addressed 
his appeal to every man and woman 
in France.

the people inhabiting a 


cerlLin area in Europe should develop 
a tendency toward.race suicide while 
neighboring races, separated only by 
imaginary boundaries, increase and 
grow stronger, is a mystery even to 
fhose who have

It Is a land where the laborer ix in 


full power. No other country or state 
In the world, it Is said, hat labor law* 
such as are In this state ol Mexico. 


The laws provide that all workers 


hare the right to unionise as a means 
of defense for private and common 
interests and to form "leagues of re- 
sistance" or other similar organisa- 
tions. 


Workers, under th« law, hare a 


right to demand part ol the profits 
besides their wages. When a worker 
cannot work due to th« fault of the 
employer, he must be paid wages foi 
the time lost 


All employers must hand to the 


state treasury 5 per cent of their net 
profits which is devoted to relieving 
distress In parts of the state where 
•work is scarce. 


When laborers are brought 
from 


other localities they may demand to 
be returned to their homes and the 
employer must pay the expenses. 


Where the work is situated out- 


side of villages 
or towas, the em- 


( ployer 
must 
provide 
commodious 
' houses for the workers and when the 


workers leave their jobs for whatso- 
ever motive, they have a right to keep 
on living In the houses one more year 
without paying rent 
gchools and theaters must be estab- 


lished for the workers. 


When a person Is discharged with- 


out cause or for belonging to a league 
of resistance, or for having taken part 
in a strike, his employer must at the 
election of the worker either comply 
Trith the contract or give him three 
months wages. When a woman worker 
is fired, including a domestic, she 
must, be given three months even If 
she Is ousted with cause. 


A -Short Work Day, 


The constitution of Mexico provides 


that eight hours shall constitute 
a 


working day. In Yucatan, however, 
the socialists have gotten around this 
provision with a law that provides, 
•'the duration of the 
maximum day 


shall be eight hours, but ordinarily 
it must not be more than six and the 
unionized have the right to demand 
thru their leagues of resistance or 
other organizations even less hours of 
work, but with the same 
rate of 


wages." The law provides that only 
a half day's work shall be done on 
Saturday, but that payment shall be 
made for a full day's work. All over- 
time must be paid for at a double 
rate.

The Introduction in the legislature of two Dills, slml 


lar in character, intended to make it unlawful for any 
person to attend the secret meetings of the Ku-Klux- 
Klan, ought to result in a discussion that will enable us 
to find out something about the klan in Nebraska. It is 
understood that it is quite powerful in Omaha, that it 
has a large membership in Lincoln and that a number 
of klans are to be found in various parts of the state 
So far as Is now recalled it has been entirely inactive 
along the lines that have brought down upon it con 
demnation in other states. The only time it got into the 
newspapers In any paitlcular way v>a.b in the Omaha 
primary, where membership in the klan was whispered 
against several legislative candidates, and they were 
beaten. 


Reports of department stores In cities of the federal 


reserve 
district of which Nebraska is a part, reflect 


continued improvement in the retail trade. November 
sales averaged for all stores reporting an increase of 
2 3 per cent over November of last year, while the rol 
ume of th*»lr sales covering a period of five months was 
1.4 psr -cent be'^w that of the corresponding five months 
in 1921. measured by money values. Holiday sales this 
season were greatly stimulated by payments by banks 
to their customers of enormous amounts front Christ- 
mas savings accounts, attesting the growing popularity 
of this plan of providing funds for the holiday season. 
The tendency this season 
was toward purchases of 


merchandise of utility \alue. The same favorable ten- 
dency was reported by retail stores in the smaller 
cities and towns, altho it was evident from the reports 
that improvement in trade activity has been at a slower 
pace than in the largei centers. 


Wholesalers generally report collections much better 


than they were last jear, and based on their outstand- 
Ings, about normal 
The leports show the outstand- 


ings of wholesale dealers in dry goods, groceries, hard- 
ware and furniture v.ere larger on the last day of No- 
vember than one jear ago, the result of increased 
sales. In mdlinery, drugs and automobile tires and ac- 
cessories the volume of outstandings was less than at 
the corresponding date last year The reports of seven- 
teen department stores show collections in November 
on the amount of outstandings 1 9 per cent better than 
last >ear. Country retailers reported collections in No- 
vember fair to good. 


Every legislature that has sat In the state house at 


least in recent years, has the obsession that it is pos- 
sible to clean up the whole job and adjourn by the first 
of March or a week or two thereafter Most of them 
finish some time after the middle of ApnL The house 
Is the stumbling block, not that it Is less patriotic or 
less desirous of expediting business, but because it la 
unwieldy. Past experience has proved that in a house 
of 100 members a sufficient number to delay action ac- 
quire the habit of debate and as it is a free forum there 
is nothing to curb their activities The legislature will 
find a number of important matters to consider, which 
•will take time, and a lot of routine that it is impossible 
to avoid, and which takes more time. 


Nobody trill object to the proposal of Representatives 


Egger and Jacob} to allow the election of county su- 
perintendent to rest only in the hands of those whose 
schools she has supervision of, the rural districts. The 
only stipulation is that the district which she serves 
shall also pay her salary and expenses. 
To Mr. Ja- 


coby's proposal to elect county commissioners by dis- 
tricts, there will be objections based upon experience 
•with that system. There are arguments for the district 
system but if the county were divided strictly on the 
population basis Lincoln would be entitled to two of 
the three. The character of much of the work tfcaz 
commissioners are called upon to do Involves rural 
problems much more than city questions, and as under 
the present system the country districts name two of 
them, overpowering reasons 
only 
should dictate a 
change. 


One of the recommendations of the committee that 


suggested several matters to the proposed state tax- 
payers' league the other day was one to prohibit any 
person receiving a salary from the state from lobbying 
to the interest of his salary. It would he interesting to 
know how any law can prevent a free American citizen 
from talking about anything he wants to a legislator 
•who is willing to listen to him, -whether he is talking 
eugenics or salary. 


"Why does the general public, every time it reads 


about a state officer, say a railroad commissioner leav- 
ing the state on pubhc business at public expense im- 
mediately give a snort of disgust and give vent to a 
declaration to the eCect that it is all a junket, a vaca- 
tion trip at the expense of the taxpavers?
